For your own safety, if 
you feel the need to run around the roads after dark, wear or 
carry something white, or better still, reflective - car : 
drivers will see you sooner and give themselves more time to 
avoid you. There are many footpaths in this village - surely 
there must be @ route around the village which avoids the 
perimeter road. 


The Highway Code says: 


"Where there is no footpath, walk on the right hand side 
of the road - facing oncoming traffic." 


"Always wear, or carry something white or light coloured 
or reflective in the dark or in poor light. This is 
especially important on roads without footpaths. 
(Reflective material can be seen in headlights at up to 
three times the distance when compared with ordinary 
clothes. Flourescent material ... is of little use in the 
dark)"

In the meantime the Parish 
Council will continue to do everything within its pcewer to 
improve the safety of the road and we do ask all villa gers who 
use the A604 to take particular care when entering the villege 
by this route.

THE LION DOG 
So Pekingese are bad-tempered, are they? 


My own cream-coloured "sleeve" is friendly but temperamental. 
("Sleeve" equals "miniature" because the old mandarins used to 
carry the miniscule variety about in their wide open sleeves. ) 
His immediate predecessor, being of nobler ancestry, was 
friendly but utterly placid. 


However, listen to supreme authority. Towards the end of the 


last century, the Dowager Empress of China, Tzu Hsi - "Old 
Buddha" - wrote a famous poem, setting forth the Lion Dog's 


essential points: 


"Flowing cape of dignity around the shoulders...billowing 
standard of pomp over the bnack...eyes large and luminous... 
ears set like the sail of a war junk...nose that of the monkey 
god of the Hindus."

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There is no need to catalogue at length because from the pearls 
of wisdom that dripped from the Imperial lips the standard now 
obtaining in this country was originally based. 


She also dwelt, I fear with the exaggeration of doting love, 
on its "little ways" (not. the expression SHE used): 


"Entertaining by its gambols...washing its face like a cat with 
its paws" -— one of my Pekingese actually did - "sociable in 

its habits thet it might live in amity with all the beasts, 
fishes and birds that find protection in the Imperial Palace." 


Each of her damsels was given & group of dogs to look after, 
each lot one colour. One was given yellows, another reds, yet 
another blacks. She in least favour got the white ones. 
White, the symbol of Chinese mourning, was unlucky. 


"Old Buddha" gave them meticulous, if high-flown, instructions 
on diet, medical care and training, 211 embodied like the 
previous quotations in her epic(?): 


"Sharks! fins,curlews' livers and breasts of quail and to 
drink, milk of the antelope that pasture in the Imperial parks 
or brath made from the nests of the sea-swallow. 


"In the day of sickness, let it be anointed with the clarified 
fat of the leg of a sacred leopard and give it to drink, ina 
thrush's egg-shell, the juice of the custard apple in which 

has been dissolved three pinches of crushed rhinocerous horn," 
And then the threat: "But should it die, remember thou too art 
mortal." 


Of her training instructions, I will quote only one: "Teach it 
to bite the foreign devils instantly." 


Which of course explains everything. 


Happily for us of the upstart West, Sino-British relations are 
brighter now. We hope.
